Three good novelties are offered below, which I have tried during the past season and of 
whose value I am satisfied. [I recommend each one conscientiously to everybody. 


SALVIA SPLENDENS COMPACTA “BAVARIA’”—“THE WHITE SALVIA” 


The Salvia “Zurich” which I introduced three years ago is now so well known that I doubt 
the existence of many florists who do not grow it. I feel confident, that the “White Salvia Ba- 
varia” will follow the footsteps of Zurich and prove just as valuable a variety. Salvia Bavaria 
comes to us from Germany and is a product of a cross with Salvia Fireball. The size of the 
flowers and length of the spikes is the same as with Salvia Fireball, while the growth and char- 
acter are those of Salvia Zurich, which makes any further description unnecessary. The contrast 
of the large snow-white flowers from the light, creamy calyx is very effective and specially so 
when planted in a position, where they are slightly shaded during noon. I procured this new 
variety from the originator and have the stock growing for the last four months.

IMPATIENS HOLSTII NANA “LIEGNITZ” 


Here is a plant with a great future; I am confident that it will be more generally grown 
than some of our best pot plants for winter sales now. Through various crosses of Impatiens 
Holstii the originator gained a variety, wh¥ch has little in common with its parents. The plants 
do not exceed 10 inches in height, have small and graceful foliage, branch freely and produce 
their flowers in such a profusion as to almost hide the foliage. Over 200 flowers and buds have 
been counted on comparatively small plants. 

There is absolutely no letup to its blooming during the entire year, and an extra freedom 
may be had by pinching five to six weeks before needed, as for Christmas or Easter. The treat- 
ment is the most simple of any, not too warm in winter and frame in summer, any kind of soil 
seems to suit and propagation from cuttings is fairly successful. Of greatest importance are the 
keeping qualities in dwellings; your customers are bound to be satisfied. 

The flowers are large, of a brilliant scarlet overlaid with a silvery sheen, and I am satisfied 
it will become one of our standard flowering plants for Christmas and other occasions. 

My stock is from the originator and growing here since August. Plants from 2-inch pots.

BEGONIA “GERTRUDE MUNCH.” 


The originator, from whom I procured the stock. won this Begonia in 1905 by crossing Gloire 
de Lorraine with Aalsmeer Gloire, and was awarded last year a certificate of merit for same by 
the Florists’ Society of Germany. I sowed the seed last spring, the plants represent the “Sem- 
perflorens” type, have been blooming continuously since July and there is no sign of rest. The 
flowers are fairly large, of a bright pink, 8 to 14 being clustered together on stiff stems, which 
hold them free above the foliage, every branch blooming freely. This Begonia should prove of 
value to those, who do not succeed for some reason with the Gloire de Lorraine. It will make a 
good pot plant for winter sales. grows well under any treatment and in any temperature and will 
keep in blooming to the satisfaction of your customer. My cuttings are grown from selected 
plants.
